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«kiry Finds 
Frank Turba 
* ‘Not Guilty’ 

Theft Charge Preferred On 
Aged Woman’s Account 
Is Dismissed 

A jury of eleven Sierra Madre 
men and one woman Monday af¬ 
ternoon declared Frank Turba 
not guilty of petty theft charges 
brought against him In connec¬ 
tion with a $35 check cashed by 
Turba last month. 

From a complicated mass of 
testimony it was ascertained that 
Turba appropriated a check 
mailed to 88-year-old Eva V. 
Ryan, signed her name to it. 
added his own endorsement, and 
cashed the check. This he admit¬ 
ted doing, but he maintained that 
as the old lady's court appointed 
guardian, and by reason of the 
fact that he had her permission 
to sign her name, his act was 
not illegal. Moreover she owed 
him $70 for two months' board 
and room rent, he testified. 

Mrs. Ryan until recently lived 
at the Turba home and the 
monthly relief checks she re¬ 
ceived from the county for her 
near blindness and disability were 
paid to the Turbas for her care. 
Two checks were still owing 
when Mrs. Ryan moved to Pasa¬ 
dena last month, Turba testified. 

Defense attorneys Marcus 
Woodward and James D. Randels 
Drought out the fact that Mrs. 
Ryan was in the habit of allow¬ 
ing the Turbas to carry on her 
business for her. Mrs. Ryan her 
> self testified that she had given 
her August check to Mrs. Turba, 
who signed her name to it and 
cashed it on Turba's endorse- 
' ment. Mrs. Ryan asserted she 
was not in the habit of having 
anyone else sign her name to 
business documents, as she was 
able to record her own signa¬ 
ture unaided. But she was not 
certain that she hadn't given 
Turba permission to endorse 
business documents for her. But 
if she had, she said, she couldn't 
recollect raving done so. 

Chief of Police McMillan, over 
protest by the defense, told of 
a conversation Turba had with 
him on October 24. Turba, he 
said, had admitted signing the 
check in question, after Mrs. 
Ryan had moved to Pasadena, 
but stated that he had secured 
her permission to transact such 
business for her when she was 
too ill to attend to it herself. 

Judge Tom Neale presided 
over the trial, while David 
O’Leary, deputy district attorney j 
handled the prosecution. The 1 
jury, chosen with no arguments 
from either side, consisted of

Huge Increase In 
Value Of Citrus 
Crop Report Shows 

Citrus crops in California and 
Arizona brought $23,000,000 more 
during the year ending October 
31, than during the year before, 
according to figures of the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange, 
which issued its annual report 
yesterday. 

Paul S. Armstrong, general 
manager, announced that the two 
states’ citrus industry marketed 
77,416 cars of oranges, lemons 
and grapefruit, for a return of 
f $90,750,000. The Exchange mar¬ 

keted 71 per cent of this total. 

Average citrus supplies to the 
United States and Canada in¬ 
creased from 116,000 cars during 
1925-29 to 140,000 cars during 
1930-34. More than 1,200,000 
boxes were exported by the Ex¬ 
change to 60 foreign ports.

Pension Plan 
Ambassador 
Optomistic 

Tells Audience Here Town¬ 
send Idea Takes North 
And East By Storm 

The Monday night address of 
Dr. John B. Dundore on the Dr. 
Townsend Pension plan given in ; 
the Parish House was particu- 1 
larly striking . . . Striking, in 
that the lecturer and co-worker 
of Dr. Townsend succeeded in 
bringing forth several impressive 
points in his discussion that 
could not possibly fail to hit 
their mark. 

Just back from his five-thou¬ 
sand mile trek across the coun¬ 
try, the doctor was in a position 
to project authentic facts upon 
the reactions of the people he 
and his group encountered upon 
their trip. 

Starting in with Portland, Ore., 
the doctor touched upon every 
city in which they had stopped 
to preach their doctrine of pros¬ 
perity. From the open-minded 
trainmen on the northbound 
limited to the 4,000 depressed, 
unemployed miners in Butte, 
Montana and, then over to the 
other strata of life: the Kiwan- 
ians and church members of 
fashionable Oak Park, Chicago; 
one and all received their words 
of reconstruction like famished 
travelers at the springs of life. 

The explanation of Dr. Dick’s 
method of organization was most 
interesting. The great city of 
Minneapolis, which had been the 
home of Dr. Dick, was organized 
in two nights with 101 clubs as 
the result. Their receptivity was 
due to the dire straits they have 
been in. Dr. Dundore said. 

"The most appalling issue of 
this Nation-wide depression is 
the effect upon the children of 
the broken homes of unemployed 
parents,” said Dr. Dundore 
“What is the use of returning 
home?” hopelessly inquire child¬ 
ren of tender age who are roam¬ 
ing the country in small groups, 
"our parents have five other 
children; there is no food or 
clothing left to go around. We 
have to take our chances on the 
road .It is steal or starve!" 

“The foregoing vividly empha¬ 
sizes the poignant need for a 
complete re-adjustment and re¬ 
establishment of buying power 
throughout the United States," 
concluded the speaker. "We are 
going to display concerted ac¬ 
tion, and display it soon!"

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 
ABOUT THE HOME GARDEN 
By Jossie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

Q UESTION — Should Avocado 
trees be trimmed at the 
bottom or should the lower 
limbs be left to shade the trunk ? 

Answer—For the first year, we 
advise leaving all lower limbs so 
that they can help to shade the 
trunk but by the second year, 
the upper limbs and foliage 
should be heavy enough to shade 
the lower part of the tree. Then 
the lower growth can be re¬ 
moved and as the tree gets older 
the limbs can be cut off up to 
about 4 feet from the ground. 
But do not trim off the lower 
growth until there is enough 
shade above to keep the trunk 
from getting burned, by the sun. 
Trimming off the lower branches 
throws the strength into the top 
of the tree, will keep the fruit 
from resting on the ground, will 
make it easier to irrigate and 
weed, etc., and will also keep 
the tree cleaner of insect pests. 

Q—Should Avocado trees be 
fertilized now? 

A—Yes, it would be a good 
time now to fertilize Avocado 
trees with barnyard manures. 
Strong commercial fertilizers 
should not be used until February 
and March. 

Q—Can roses be pruned now ? 
A—Ye3, but it is better to 
wait until January. Roses should 
bloom quite a lot between now' 


lawn. Spread fertilizer on top of 
seed. 

Q —Can wild poppy seed be 
planted now? 

A—Yes, they should do excep¬ 
tionally well this year, too, be¬ 
cause of the rains.
